CHPTER Y SLEH

3| Danghters of American Reve-

lution Set the Pace, Sons
May Follow

Now that the Daughters of tha Amer-
ican Revolution have orgavised &
chapter in Salem, thero is a4 movement
on foot among men in the city, who are
oligible, (o organize s chapter of the
Sons of the Ameriean Revolution.

Men whose mothers or wisters are
members of the Daughters of the Revo-
lution mro eligibla to the Sous of the
American Revolution. In much cases,
the papers of the ' ‘Danghtera’’ become
sonrces of information by which the
men ean prove destent from some an
costor who amisted in the establish-
ment of the American Indepondence.

During the cxrcisen of the Jast nator-
alization court, November 3, a flag was
presented to those who wer natural-
irod, by the Oregon Society of the Sons
of the American Revolution, Winthrop
Hammond of this eity, as spokesman
for the Soclety, referred to the great
privilego it was to become an American
citizen, and Judge Galloway through
his adviee to the new eitizens, ndded to
the dignity and solemnity of the eare-
monies attending the admittance to
ritizenship, After this session, there
wns a feoling tat patriotic services of
some nature should be held at each
natoralization ecourt,

The key note of the Society, as sog-
gested by Winthrop Hammond, was that
each member should do what he eould
to assist in educating the foreign born
to tho duties and privileges of being n
eitizen of this country.

In Oregon, bmt one secivty, which is
the paront state soviety, has heen or-
ganized, although in almost all states,
the stnte wociety has heen orgnnized,
and from this severnl local ohapters
eutnblished,

From the fact that Salem and this
part of the state was sattled largely by
representative families from the east-
ern states and New England ther is of
necessity n large number of the deseand
nnts of thos who took part in the
Revolution living here,

As the matter now stands, Mr. Ham-
mahd is the only. resident of Marion
county who i8 a member of the Btate
society of the Bons of the Ameriean
Rovolution, although many are eligible
to join, and perhape would do so, if a
local chapter was organized.

Although there mra 800 in the state,
bolonging to the State society, Salem 18
not represented becapse no offort has
been made to inaugurate a chapter
here.  Doubtless in the immediate
vieinity of SBalem there are more mon
!tn be found who are cligible than in
any part of the state, and it is appro-
printo. that the first ehapter of tha
Sons of the American Revolotion should
be ertablished in the eapital city,

Sinte the recent organization of the
Dauvghters of the American Revolution
and the impressive exervises at the
naturalization court, a nomber of men
eligible, have signified a desire to be
come affilinted with the state nod na-
tional orgaunization.s

With many, the ditficalty has baen
in the preparing of papers of eligibility.
In order to join, it in neconsary to filo
proofe of descent from some ancestor
who assisted in the establishment of
the American Independence. The Ore.
fon socloty has n voluable library of
Revolutionary literatore, including the
rr_ffirinl list of soldiors and sailorm. This
list is of great asdistance in proving
anvestral servien,

Those interestod in theie famiy treo,
might correspond with B, A. Thaxtor,
9904 Bryce street, Portland, who is o
member of the State sotiety and has
neeess to the weands, or take the mat
tor up with Winthrop Hammond of this
